2.1 . Document D1 (see example 2) discloses a method of reducing interferences in an 
electrochemical sensor (10), comprising the steps of : 

- measuring a first current (l wl ) at a first working electrode (W1 ), said first working 
electrode (W1) being covered by a reagent layer 

- measuring a second current (l W2 ) at a second working electrode (W2), said second 
working electrode (W2) being covered by another reagent layer 

- calculating a corrected current value (I) representative of a glucose concentration 

2.2. The subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 3 differs from this teaching in that 
one or both of the working electrodes are only partially covered by a reagent layer. 
This feature eliminates the need for two different reagent layers. 

Since this solution is neither disclosed nor suggested by the available prior art, the 
subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 3 is considered novel and inventive 
(Article 33 PCT).
